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, Here was never any thing by the wit of 
man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſh- 
ed, which in continuance of time hath 
not been corrupted ; as ( among other 

| rhings)it may plainly appear by the com- 
mon prayers in the church, commonly 

) called, Divine Service. The farit originall 
and ground whereof , if a man would 
ſearch out by the ancieat Fathers, he ſhall 
find that the ſame was not ordained but 

of a good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſſe, For 
they {o ordered the marter, that all the whole Bible ( or the greateſt 
part thereof ) ſhould be read oyer once every yeare: intending 
thereby that rhe Clergicy and eſpecially ſuch as were miniſters of 
the congregation, ſhould by ofcen reading and meditation of Gods 
word be ſtirrcd-up to godlinefſe themſelves, and be more able to 
exhort others by velelome dorine,and to confutethem that were 
adycrſarics co the truth : and further, that the people by daily 
hearing of holy Scripture read in the church, ſhould continually 
profit more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more 
inflamed with the love of his true religion. But theſe many yeares 
afſed,this godly and decent order of the ancient Fathers hath 
van ſo altered, broken, and negleQed, by planting in uncertain 
ſtories, legends, reſponds, verſes, vain reperitions, commemorati- 
ens, and [ynodals, that commonly when any book of the Bible was 
begun, before three or foure chapters were read out, all the reſt 
were untead.. And in this ſortthe book of I{1iah was begun in Ad- 
vent, and the book of Geneſis in Septuageſima : but they were 
onely begun, and never read through, After like ſort were other 
books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover , whereas S. Paul 
would have fuch language ſpoken to the people in the church, as 
they might underſtand, and have profit by bearing the ſame: the 
Service inthis church of England theſe m2ny yeares hath been 
read in Latineto the people, which they underſtand not z ſo char 
they bave heard with their cares onely , and their heart, ſpirit, and 
mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore , notwith» 
ſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalmes into 
ſeven portions, whereof every one was called a Nofurne : now of 
Late time a few of them have been daily (aid, and oft repeated, 
and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardnefle 
of therules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Ser 
vice, was the c1uſe that toturn the book onely, was {o hard and in- 
ericate a matter, that many times there was more buſineſſe to find 
out what ſhould beread,then to reade it when it was found out, 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered , here is (er forth 
ſuch an order whereby the ſame ſhall be redrefied, And for a

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readinefle in this matter , here is drawn out a Kalendar for that 
purpoſe , which is plain and eafie to be underſtood, wherein ( (o 
much as may be ) the reading of the holy Scriptate is ſo ſer 
forth , that all chings ſhall be done in order, withour breaking | 
one piece thereof from another, For this cauſe be cut off An«| 
themes, Reſponds, Invitatories , and ſuch like things as did break | 
the continuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture, Yet be- 
cauſe there is no remedy , but that of neceflitie there muſt be 
ſome rules : therefore certain rules are here (er forch,which as they 
be few in number, ſo they be plain and eaſe to be underſtood. So 
that here you have an order for prayer ( as touching the reading of 
holy Scripture) much agreeable cothe mind and purpoſe of the old 
Fathers,and a great deal more profitable and commodious then that 
which of Jate was uſed, It is more profitable, becauſe here are left 
out many things, whereof ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome 
vain and aperiticions, and nothing is ordained to be read, bur the 
very pure word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is eyi- 
dently grounded upon the ſame, and that inſuch a language and 
order, as is moſt eafie and pl2in for the underitanding both of the 
readers and hearers, It is alſo more commodious , both for the 
ſhortaefle thereof, and for the plainneſſe of the order, and for thar | 
the rules be fevy and eafie. Furthermore} by this order the curates | 
ſhall need none other books for their publick Service, but this book | 
and the Bible, By means whereof, the people ſhall not be at (o | 
great charges for books, as in times paſt they have been. | 

And where heretofore there hath been great diverktie in ſaying, | 
and finginz in churches within this realm,ſome following Salisbury | 
uſe, ſome Hereford uſe, 1nd ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, | 
ſome of Lincoln : now from henceforth all the whole realm ſhall 
bave but one uſe,. Andiif any will judge this way more painfull, ' 
becauſe that all chings muſt be read upon the book; whereas before 
by the reaſon of (o ofc repetition they could ſy many things by | 
heart : if thoſe men will weigh their labour, with che profit and | 
knowled2e which daily they ſhall obtain by reading upon the book, | 
they will nor refuſe the pain, in conſideration of the great profic! 
that ſhall enſue thereof. | 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be o plainly ſet forch,bur! 
doubts may ariſe in the uſe and practice of the ſame : co appeale all | 
ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all doubts cone! 
cerning the manner how to underſtand, do, and execute the things; 
contained in this book, the parties th:t ſodoubt, or diverſly take! 
any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the biſhop of the dioceſe, who by 
his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appealing of the| 
ſame, ſorhat the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained 
in this book. And if the biſhop of the dioceſe be in doubt, then he | 
may ſend for the reſolution thereof uaco the archbiſhop. |

| knowledge, and for becauſe they were winked 
at in the beginning, they grew daily to more and 
' more abuſes: which not onely for their unprofi- 
'tableneſſe, but alſo becauſe they have much 
' blinded the people, and obſcured the glory of 
| God, are worthy to be cut away and clean re- 
jeted. Other there be, which although they | 
have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought good 
to reſerve them ſtill,as well for a decent order in 
/the church ( for the which they were firſt devi- | 
'ſed)as becauſe they pertain to edification,where- 
\unto all things done in the church(as the Apoſtle 
teacheth) ought to be referred. And although 
the keeping or omitting of a Ceremonie, init 
Aelfconfidered, is but a ſmall thing, yer the will- 
full and contemptuous tranſgrefſion and break- 
ing of a common order and diſcipline, is no 
ſmall offence before God. | 

Let all things be done among you , ſaith 
S. Paul, in a ſeemly and due order. The appoint- 
ment of the which order pertaineth not to pri- 
vate men : therefore no man ought to take in 
hand, nor preſnme to appoint vi alrcr any pub 
lick or common order in Chriſts church, except 
he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. 
And whereas in this our time , the minds of 
men are ſo diverſe, that ſome think it a great' 
[matter of conſcience, to depart from a piece of 
the leaſt of their ceremonies, they be ſo addicted 
'to their old cuſtomes ; and again on the other 
(ide, ſome be ſo newfangled, that they would in- 
novate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that no- 
thing can like them bur that is new: it was 
thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect 
how to pleaſeand fatisfie either of theſe parties, 
as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both, 
And yetleſt any man ſhould be offended, whom 
g00d reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cau- 
ſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtomed cere- 
[monies be put away, and ſome retained and kept 
Nill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſle 
and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in taeſe 
latter dayes, that the burden of them was into- 
pn, Whereof S. Auguſtine in his time com- 
plained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, 
that che eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe 
(caſe concerning that matter,then were the Jews: 
'and he counſelled that ſuch yoke and burden 
ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quiet- 
| ly todo it. 

{ But what would S, Auguſtine have ſaid, if he 
had ſeen the ceremonies of late dayes uſed a- 
mong us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his 
{time was not to be compared? This our exceſ- 
ſive multitude of ceremonies was ſo great, and 
Sk of them ſo dark, that they did more con- 


o_ 


found and darken, then declare and ſet forth | 
Chriſts benefits unto us. | 

And belides this, Chriſts goſpel is not a cere- 
moniall law, as much of Moſes law was: bur it 
15 a religionto ſerve God , notin bondage of the 
figure or ſhadow, bur inthe freedome of the ſpi- 
rit, being content onely with thoſe ceremonies 
which do ſerve toa decent order, and godly di- 
{cipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtirre up the dull 
mind of man to the remembrance of his dutie 
to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall ſignificati- | 
on, whereby he might be edified. | 

Furthermore, the moſt weightie cauſe of the 
aboliſhment of certain ceremonies was,that they 
were ſo farre abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious 
blindneſſe ofthe rude and unlearned, and partly 
by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought! 
more their own lucre, then the glory of God, ; 
that the abuſes could not well be taken away, 
thething remaining till, 

But now as concerning thole perſons , which 
peradventure will be offended, for that" ſome 
of the old ceremonies are retained ſtill : if they 


; conſider, that without ſome ceremonics it 1s 
not poſſible to keep any order, or quiet diſci- 


pline in the church , they ſhall eaſily perceive 
juſt cauſe to reform their judgements. And 
if they think much that any of the old dore- 
main, and would rather have all deviſed anew: 
then ſuch men granting ſome ceremonies con- 
venient to be had, ſurely where the old may be 


' well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove 


the old, onely for their age, without bewraying. 
of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they 
ought rather to have reverence unto them for 
their antiquitie, if they will declare themſelves 
to be more ſtudious of unitie and concord, then 
of innovations and newfangleneſſe , which ( as 
much as may be, with the true ſetting forth of 
Chriſts religion) is alwayes to be eſchewed. 
Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with 
the ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For as 
thoſe be taken away which were moſt abuſed, 
and did burden mens conſciences without any 
cauſe: ſo the other that remain are retained for 
a diſcipline and order , which (upon juſt cau- 
ſes) may be altered and changed, and therefore 
are not to be eſteemed equall with Gods law. 
And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumbe 


| ceremonies, but are ſo ſer forth that every man 


may underſtand what they do mean,and to what 
uſe they do ſerve. So thart it is not like,that they 
intime to come. ſhould be abuſed as other have 
been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no 
other nations, nor preſcribe any thing, bur to 
our own people onely. For we think it convent- 
ent, that every countrey ſhould uſe ſuch cere- 
monies, as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting 
forth of Gods honour and glorie, and to the re- 
ducing of the people toa moſt perfe& and godly 
living, withour errour or ſuperſtition : And that 
they ſhould put away other things, which from 
time to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as! 
in mens ordinances it often chanceth diverſly , in 
divers COuntreys,

He Pſalter "ſhall be read through once every 
. 4 moneth, And becanſe that ſome moneths be long- 
er then ſome other be,itis thought good to make them 
even by this means, 

To every moneth ſhall be appointed, as concerning 
this purpoſe, juſt thirty dayes. 

And becauſe January and March have one day 
above the ſaid number ; and February, which is pla- 
ced betweenthem both, hath onely xxvili dayes: Fe- 
bruary ſhall borrow of either of the moneths (of Janu- 
ary and March)one day:and ſo the Pſalter which ſhall 
be read in February , muſt begin the laſt day of Ja- 
muary, and end the firſt day of March. 

And whereas May, July, Auguſt, Oftober , and 
December have xxxi dayes apiece; it isordered that 
the pſalmes ſhall be read the laſt day of the ſaid 
moneths , which were read the day before, ſo that 
the Pſalter may beginne again the firſt day of the 
next moneth enſuing.
